The width 
varies from 200 feet at tho bottom to 1,500 
nt tho top. 
The sides ore solid jock, but In 


layers of perhaps thirty feet In depth, each 
layer haUng a projecting or shelving edge ci- 
tvndlng from six to twenty feet. 
It Is under 


tho shelving rock that the cliff-dwellers built 
their abodes. 


On tho opposite side from where wo stood 


wo counted seven tiers of theso dwellings. It 
is notable that none are lower than 200 feet 
from the bottom. Tbe «mou i$ liicgular In 
Its foi iiiatlon, but, from our standpoint, we 
could count raoro tlion 200 of thei*e dwellings, 
ft«d there can bo no doubt that this was a city 
r>f muny thousand-inhabitants.
